INTERNAL WARNING 
German military writer

MAN’S INSTINCT . 


More proof Is necessary than a 
mere rationalization of a state of 
things to make me subscribe to 
the theory that mankind Is In- 
herently pugnacious.

Men are 
brought together in response to 
the dominating instinct of self- 
preservation. This, to be sure, also 
makes them fall out occasional- 
ly. But such lapses can no more 
be blamed on a supposedly inher- 
ent belligerency of the human 
race than can economic strin- 
gency be blamed on the prodi- 
What has 
happened is that by a misuse of 
thelr institutions men have some- 
times developed fears that their 
existence was belng threatened 
by their nelghbours.

“NEW ORDER” 


Striking is the Japanese parallel to 
the procedure followed by Germany 
in the conquest of Poland, invasion 
followed by a bid for peace on the 
basis of the capture. 

The Tokyo spokesman explained 
that Japan is not desirous at present 
of having formal talks with the Unit- 
ed States, not seeking a Tokyo farley 
or a Washington conference just yet. 
Probably not until the “new order in 
East Asia” is a little. nearer .fo:mal 
consummation. 

This disinclination toward formal 
conferences just now was revealed in 
connection with comment on recent 
informal talks between the American 
ambassador to Japan and the Japan- 
ese foreign minister. So it is a 
logical assumption that the informal 
talks have not yet produced results 
to whet the Japanese appetite for 
formal conference, at least not before 
the establishment of the Japanese- 
controlied government in China is 
brought about to strengthen Japan’s 
position. 

It is logical to assume that the 
American ambassador in his talks 
with the Japanese foreign minister 
received a clear indication of the 
line of Tokyo's planning. On that 
assumpticen it should be the American 
policy to indicate unmistakably what 
the attitude is as to waiting for the 
“new order” to ripen to make ready 
for formal conferences looking to its 
recognition. — “Manila Bulletin.”

The exhibition of oil paintings by 
Mr. K. K. Lim, which opened to-day 
and will remain open to-morrow, is 
doubly interesting. Primarily, of 
course, Hong Kong will be interested 
in his many impressions of local 
landscapes and “views”. In this 
category comes.a view of the harbour 
and Victoria, with Kowloon in the 
background, all bathed in a beautifu) 
semi-subdued light centred on the 
Bank Building. 


The second point of interest in the - 
exhibition is the fact that the paint- 
ings are done by a Chinese in the 
Western style. Most Chinese artists 
to-day prefer to follow the traditional 
style, with only slight concessions to 
modern theories of perspective and 
depth. When they try to ape the 
artists of the Western world, the re- 
sultant efforts are often sufficient to 
make one shudder. 


Mr, Lim, of course, has had the . 
benefit of a long and comprehensive 
study in some of. the major schools 
of art and painting-in the west. . And 
the result is reflected in his ‘work, 
which is almost completely in the 
western style which Mr. Lim has his | 
own. 

Mr. Lim prefers a smooth canvas 
or wood and his technique is almost 
faultless. He has a sense of the 
delicacy of colour which few save 
some of the leading Japanese artists 
seem to have. His sense of colour 
composition, too, is strong, even where 
he takes on pictures of a most. com~ 
plicated character. 

Perhaps his most endearing asset, 
however, is his feeling for light. His 
landscapes are brimful with sunshine, 
even when it is subdued, and the light 
in his shade in never muddy or dead. 

His portraits are not so happy. Al-. 
though there are one or two notable 
exceptions, most of them are as 
static as a photograph, and the posing 


.| is not always happy. 


But one forgives all when one sees 
his landscapes. It is here that he is 
quite at home, and his still-lifes: and 
portraits are interesting only by way 
of variety and to set off the really 
good sections of the exhibition. Al- 
though Mr. Lim would appear to 
specialise in oils, his capacity for 
broad masses of colour, of almost 
pastel quality, makes one rather wish 
he would try his hand at water colour.

_OF CLEOPATRA 


By VINCENT TOWNE , 

“For her actual beauty, it is said, 
was not in itself so remarkable that 
none could be compared with her, or 
that no one could see her without 
being struck by it, but the contact of 
her presence, if you lived with her, 
was irresistible; the attraction of her 
person, joining with the charm of her 
conversation, and the character that 
attended all she said or did, was 
something bewitching. It was a plea- 
sure merely ‘to hear the sound of her 
voice, with which, like an instru- 
ment of many strings, she could pass 
from one language to another; so that 
there were few of the barbarian na- 
tions that she answered by an inter- 
preter.” 


In these words did Plutarch de- 
scribe Cleopatra. the last Queen of 
Egypt, daughter of Ptolemy Aultes. 

This arch-temptress of all the ages 
was born at Alexandria, Egypt, 69 
years B. C., and with her brother 
Ptolemy, because joint ruler over 
Egypt when she was a sprightly : girl 
of 18. 


After having enjoyed a reign of 
but three years she was dethroned 
by her brother’s partisans. While 
their respective armies were prepar- 
ing for war, Caesar arrived':in Egypt 
and reinstated her upon her throne. 
Then followed a liaison between the 
young Queen of the Nile and the 
middle-aged conqueror of that world. 
It lasted until there was born to them 
a son, Caesarion, and during two 
years afterward, at which time Cleo- 
patra lived with Caesar in Rome, not 
returning to Egypt until after his 
murder in the Senate. 

Three years later the calm of the 
siren of the Nile was to be again dis- 
turbed by a noble Roman—this time 
the handsome ‘and dashing Mark An- 
tony, who had been appointed ruler 
of Asia and the Fast. Being summon- 
ed before Antony to answer accusa- 
tions of having aided his enemies, 
Cleopatra came sailing to him in “a 
barge with gilded stern and outspread

sails of purple, while cars of silver 
beat time to the music of flutes ‘and 
fifes and harps. She herself lay all 
alone under a canopy of cloth of gold, 
dressed as Vénus in a picture, and 
beautiful young boys, like painted 
Cupids, stood on each side to fan her. 
Her maids were dressed like sea 
nymphs and graces, some steering at 
the rudder, some working at the 
ropes.” et ; 

AS a result of this excursion, An-~ 
tony became her captive instead of 
her captor. “Were Antony serious or 
disposed to mirth,” says Plutarch, 
“She had at any moment some new 
delight or charm to meet his wishes; 
at every turn she was upon him, and 
let him escape her neither by day 
nor by night. She played at dice with 
him, drank with him, hunted with 
him: and when he exercised in arms’ 
she was‘ there to see.” 

As a result of this adventure An- 
tony divorced his wife, the sister of 
the Emperor Augustus, which result- 
ed in the Emperor's declaring war on 
Cleopatra. The fleet of Antony and 
Cleopatra was defeated by that of 
Augustus when the little Queen was 
38. She fled from the Romans, fol- 
lowed by her lover, who, on hearing 
a false report of her death, killed 
himself. ; 

To make Augusta’s triumph com- 
plete it was decreed that Cleopatra 
should be exhibited in Rome, but she 
thwarted these arrangements. ~Visit- 
ing the monument which sheltered 
Antony’s tomb, she shut herself up in 
it with only her two maids of honour. 
Then she wrote a letter to the Em- 
peror, making pathetic entreaties 
that she might be puried in.the tomb 
with Antony. Later, when some sol- 
diers opened the doors of the monu- 
ment, they ‘found the beautiful Cleo- 
patra dead, “ying upon a bed of gold, 
set out in all her ‘royal ornaments.” 
Her two maids by her side were in a 
dying condition. 

As to how Cleopatra met her death 
has for centuries been one of the 
riddles of the sphinx. One story was 
that just -before she shut herself in 
the tomb a countryman bearing a 
a basket of figs was allowed to pass 
the guards and * enter her presence 
with an asp hidden under the fruit. 
By allowing this serpent to sting her 
—some say upon the arm, others aver 
upon the bosom—she is alleged to 
have committed suicide. According to 
another account, she kept the asp in 
a vase’ and with a golden spindle 
tantalised it untt! it stung her. An- 
other story was that she killed her- 
self with poison’ carried in a hollow 
bodkin upon which ‘she wound her 
wonderful hair. : 

But it has been argued that if she 
had chosen any serpent to sting her

Many authorities 
have argued that Cleopatra’s vanity 
would never have allowed her to 
select a mode of death that would 
have disfigured her so frightfully as 
a serpent’s sting. 

“What really took place is known 
to no one,” says Plutarch.
